AATINESE REPRESSION OF SUDDHIST ReLICION CRITIQUED

[Sxcerpt/ When the bourgeois-democratic revolution occurred in China in 1911, the 
overwhelming majority of Buddhist reformers supported it not orly in words but also 
in deeds, and they mobilised detachments of armed aonks (seng-jun) to take part in 
it. At the same time a portion of the reformers called upon Buddhists not to in- 
terfere in politics and to limit themselves to educational, cultural, and propagan- 
distic activities. Their included widespread propaganda of Buddhism be- 
yond the borders of China (including that in Western countries), establishing close 
contacts with Buddhists in different countries, and drawing closer together the va- 
rious schools, sects, and trends in Buddhism. One of the leaders of the Chinese 
Buddhist reformation--Tai-xu--for missionary purposes founded in Paris the “Joclety 
of the Friends of Buddhism,” which exists to this day and is a member of the World 
Brotherhood of Buddhists (WEBB) /?/. 


Shortly after the Revolution of 1911, when there arose the threat of confiscation 
of monastery lands and other property, the Association of Chinese Buddhists (ACB. 
was formed to protect the economic and political interests of the sangni, to unite 
it on renovated principles, and to facilitate the further renascence of Buddihis:. 
in China, However, this association did not become an effective all-Chinese orga: 
because of the immediate rise of sharp divergencies between the var.ous groups of 
Sudahist clergy and Buddhist aymen. 


The Association cf Chinese Buddhists was revived shortly after the formation of the 
PRC (1949, with the ald of the People's Government, which was attempting to unite 
the various forces of society and was striving with its help to draw all loyal and 
conscientious Buddhists into active cooperation with the new regime. According to 
tne Association's new charter, it vas supposed to “unite all the followers of Bud- 
dhism under the ‘eadership of the People's Government for expressing their love for 
the Fatherland and to ensure peace throughout the world.” 


“uring the first ‘ew years of the people's regime the government used the Assoc ia- 
tion to ‘sform Buddnhist* about their plans and policies, conveyed to them their <i- 
rectives and orders, aru rendered financial support to the sanghi. In 1956 the 
Chinese Buddhist Academy vas opened; after two years of instruction its students 
became monks and religious leacers or preachers and Suddhist scholars. In close 














contact with the govermment the Association accomplished a great deal of work in 
discovering, Studying, and restoring monuments of Buddhiay culture, The oldest cen- 


ters of Chinese Buddniam--lunhuang, Saimasi, Shaolinal, Yonghegong, and sany 

others were restored and proclaimed to be a national treasure of China. The gov- 
ermment not only took upon iteelf all the expenses for their restoration but also 
pledged that in the future it would preserve them as outstanding landmarks of the 
national art, 


[ye Awsociation unleashed a vigorous foreign-policy activity. It established ties 
with Buddhist organizations in the countries of Southern, South-Bastern, and Eastern 
Asia, For this purpese delegations of Chinese Buddhists traveled to Japan and Bur- 
ma (1955), India and Nepal (1956), Cambodia (1957), and other countries, 


As time passed, the chinese government departed more and more from Marxist-Leninist 
principles in its domestic and foreign policies, and tis also had an effect on its 
attitude tovard Puddnisn., The Association of Chinese Suddhists was transformed in- 
to an implement of .reat-pover, chauvinist, and hegemonist policy, and ite sc- 
tions both «ithin the country and in the international arena now moved at cross pur- 
poses to the interehts of the masses of the believers, Moreover, the attitude of 
the Maoist leadersniy teovard the ACL was ambiguous. On the one hand, bearing in 
mind the historically opposition nature of Buddhism, it feared the latter's revival, 
une intensification of its political activity, the emergence of the Buddhists out 
from under their rigid ideological, political, and administrative control. On the 
Other hand, the Maoist leadership was attempting to “utilize” Puddhism by all pos- 
sible means, to take advantage primarily of its international ties and authority 
for pragmatic purposes. As a result, the policy of the Maoists with regard to bud- 
dhism varied from demonstrative support and demagogical fiirtations to open terror. 





Juring the mournfully renowned "cultural revolution” (1965--1969) persecutions of 
Buddhism became fierce and barbaric in rature. Practically all religious organiza- 
tions in the country were abolished, including the Buddhist ones (the ACB ceased 

its activity in 1966). This was an anti-Buddhist pogrom unprecedented in Chinese 
history--monasteries :ere defiled and destroyed; uniqu@sculptures were melted down 
into chunks of metal ‘hich were of no use to anyone; sacred texts were burned; 

monks were sent to “re-educational” (1. e., to forced-labor projects); many Buddhist 
leaders and scholars were repressed, 


The prominent leader of the Communist Party of China, Wang Ming, who gave his life 
to the cause of liberating the Chinese people, in a 1969 article published in the 
newspaper CANADIA) TRIBUNE, wrote as follows with bitterness and indignation about 
the outrages of the “aoist thugs: in China they are destroying “Buddhist and Taoist 
temples and pagodas «hich constitute a great cultural and artistic value"; thereby 
they are inflicting “innumerable and irreparable losses to the Chinese nation in the 
field of culture.” 


still more blatant acts of vandalism were carried out in China's national regions, 
where peoples traditionally prefessing Buddhism-Lamaism live--Tibetans and Mongols. 
Harsh repressions were unleashed against the Tibetan people, “ho even prior to the 
start of the "cultural revolution”--in March 1959--were offering armed resistance to 
tne beijing chauvinists. in the suppression of this uprising massive repressions 
were also unleashed against the Lamaist clergy, who had taken an active part in the 
national-liberation struggle of the Tibetan people. Saving themselves from the 





terror, about 100,000 Tibetans, headed by the Dalai Lama, fled into India and ie- 
pal, but individual detachments of Tibetan insurgents continued the armed struggle 
until the early 1970's, The leadership of the Association of Chinese Suddhiste, 
‘nich had been made into an obedient tool of the Maciats, not only did not con- 
dean the barbarou. persecutions of Tibetan Buddhiam but even loudly proclaimed ites 
solidarity with many actions by the Beijing chauvinistse. Thus, its president, 
~hirab-Ralouo, in his speech at the First Session of the VSN! (All -Chinese Assen- 
bly of People's Deputies, Second Convocation (23 April 1999) in unison with the 
lacist propaganda unconditionaily categorized the Narch uprising as a “reactionary 
revolt of the feudal upper class,” as the work of a handful of conspirators vho 
“openly undermined the agreement on the peaceful liberation of Tibet, dragged away 
the valal Lana, gathered some rebels together, and, covering themselves with the 
banner of defending Duddhism, issued threats and incited a portion of the clergy 
and the civilian population who were unaware of the true situation to revolt; they 
Bhouted »ildiy aboyt expelling the Hane (i. @., the Chinese--N. A.) and about 
independence...." 


When the wave of the “cultural revolution” rolled to the Tibetan region of the //RC, 
the Hongbeibings , * deciared a ruthless war wainst the “four old things": old 
ideas, cid culture, o]4 habite, and old rituals of the Tibetans. As the soviet 
ecnolarV. A. Bogoelovakiy noted, under the pretext of combatting the “four old 
things” the Hongbelbings “destroyed Buddhist temples and monssteries, smashed sta- 
tues of the saints, including the statue of the bodhisattva Avalokitesvara--the 
protector of Tibet, and burned sacred books and pictures. They even drew up a 
special program for combatting religion; it consisted of 20 points, demanding the 
deetruction of all buddhist images, the cessation of all religious < eee the 
banning of religious flags being hung and even the telling of beads.” 


With rerard to the Association of Chinese Buddhists, prior to its being banned in 
1966 \t performed the role of “government agent for the control and observation of 
the follovers of “uddhism in China,” while in the international arena it acted as 4 
“semi-official emissary” of the Maoist government and a mouthpiece for Maoist 
ideas, At the berinning of 1973 the ACB renewed its activities, and, judging by 
everything, is playing approximately the same kind of role as before. The beijing 
leadership which came to pover after Mao Zedong's deatn superficially renovated the 
facade of Maoism, but, as the practical experience of the last few years has shown, 
the basic princip.es of Cnina's domestic and foreign policies nave remained un- 
changed. As before, the Chinese leaders regard the ACB as a weapon of great- 
power, heremonist policy. And the flirtation being practiced by the heirs of Mao 
wits. the Buddhist ieaders, their profuse talk of a new “renascence” of religion in 
China, ie all merely a continuation of the old policy of “using” Buddhism with cer- 
tain well-known corrective adjustments for altered conditions.

10. The name of this oldest center of Chinese Buddhism is translated as "the lo- 
nastery of the White Horse.” In the legend of the prophetic dream of the en- 
peror Ming-di it is said that the first Buddhist treatises were carried into 
china on a white horse, and this monastery ware named in its honor. 











11, The Shaolins: Monastery was built at the end of the Fifth Century. it is one 
of the oldest and largest centers of the Chan (Zen) school, and ite erection

HISTORIAN NOTES STALIN'S ROLE IN SOLVING NATLONALITY PROBLEM

Saladkov: “Stage in a 
Long Journey: On the 60th Anniversary of the lOth Congress of the Russian Communist 
Party (Bol'shevik)"] 


| Text ] Sixty years ago, on 8-i6 March 1921, the 10th Congress of the Leninist 
Communist Party was held in Moscow. It set the historic turn of our country away 
from the policies of “war communism" towards the New Economic Policy. 


All the work done by the party Central Committee in preparing for the congress was 
under the direct leadership of V. I. Lenin. He prepared the drafts of resolutions 
on all the most important questions on the agenda, gave brilliant and inspiring 
speeches to open and close the congress, and also gave reports on the political ac- 
tivity of the Russian Communist Party (Bol'shevik) Central Committee to replace ap- 
portionment of the tax in kind, on party unity and the anarchist-syndicalist devia- 
tion, and he was the ideological inspiration for and organizer of the crushing of 
the anti-party groups. The leader's indomitable energy, Lenin's mighty talent and 
the life-giving force of his ideas were felt throughout the congress. 


The 10th Party Congress was the first to be held in peacetime. In the opening peech, 
Vv. 1. Lenin noted that, thanks to the victories on the Civil War fronts, "we are for 
the first time gathering at a congress when there are no enemy troops, supported by 
capitalists and imperialists through st the world, on the territory of the Soviet re- 
public.” 


The interests of building socialism demanded that peace be preserved. In March 1921, 
we had succeeded in concluding peace agreements with the Baltic republics, which at 
that time were bourgeois -- Estonia, Lithuania and Latvia -- as well as with Poland. 
Trade relations had been established with Germany, England, Switzerland, Norway, Italy 
and other countries, which was a tremendous victory. 





Supporting the cause of peace has been an invariable goal of Soviet foreign policy 
since the very first day of its existence. Comiade L. I. Brezhnev noted in the CPSU 
Central Committee Accountability Report to the 26th Party Congress that the Soviet 
Union has unswervingly pursued a Leninist policy of peaceful coexistence and mutually 
advantageous cooperation with capitalist states, that "the struggle to diminish the 
threat of war, to curb the arms race, has been and remains a core aim of party and 
state foreign-policy activity." 





The three-year Civil War which tollowed immediately after the four-year first imper- 
ialist World War completely undermined the economy of our country, throwing it back 
co the level of the 18th century, 


You can imagine that ditficult time especially vividly on a background of the grand 
achie’ omerts of the Nation of Soviets in the intervening years, on a background of 
the majestic plans outlined by che 26th CPSU Congress. You can plainly see those 
incredible difficulties the party and people had to overcome on the way to building 
communism, 


The 1LOth Congress of the Russian Communist Party (Bol'shevik) was an important land- 
mark on that path. In the accountability report on Russian Communist Party (Bol'she- 
vik) Central Committee political activity at it, V. I. Lenin provided a profound sci- 
entific analysis of the socioeconomic and political situation in the country and em- 
phasized with particular force that the pivotal problem in the work of the Central 
Committee and the entire party was to organize the country's transition from war to 
peace. Having pointed out the difficulties in this transition, V. I. Lenin put for- 
ward a most important task, of the priority establishment of proper interrelations 
between the working class and the peasantry, of strengthening their indestructible 
alliance in every way possible. 


One of the most important decisions wae to shift to a new economic policy, a resolu- 
tion adopted on the basis of V. I. Lenin's report "On Replacing Apportionment of the 
Tax In Kind." In it, V. I. Lenin explained that the in-kind tax question was first 
and foremost a political problem, since its essence was to strengthen the alliance 
of th: working class anc the peasantry, and that relations between these two classes 
would determine the fate of the socialist revolution in our country. 


Under the direct leadership of V. IL. Lenin, the party worked out and adopted a new 
economic policy “VEP) at the congress; it was an important, necessary stage on the 
path to socialism It was intended to overcome the destruction, lay the foundation 
for a socialist economy, develop heavy industry, establish an economic union between 
the city and the countryside, strengthen the alliance between the working class and 
the peasantry, eradicate and eliminate capitalist elements, and make socialism vic- 
torious. The basic principles of the new economic policy are of international im- 
portance and have been used in building socialism in other countries. 


It was also of international importance in that, by strengthening and developing our 
country in every way possible as the base and bulwark of the world revolutionary move- 
ment, it influenced the entire course of world history. "It is now our economic po- 
licy which has the primary impact on the international revolution...," V. I. Lenin 
pointed out in a speech given on 28 May 1921. "The struggle has shifted to a world- 
wide scale in this field. We are resolving this task and, once done, will surely and 
finally have won on an international scale. Questions of economic development have 
therefore taken on completely exceptional importance for us." 


One of the central questions examined by the congress, and one also of enormous in- 
ternational importance, was the nationality problem, reported on by I. V. Stalin. 
The congress pointed out that destroying the nationality yoke and ensuring national 
equality and the rights of the national minorities would be possible only as a re- 
sult of the victory of the socialist revolution. The resolution on it stressed that 
common interests -- economic, political and defense -- "imperatively dictate a state 








alliance of the individual Soviet republics as the sole way of saving us from the im- 
perlalist cabal and national oppression,” 


The congress resolutions on the nationality question armed the party with a specific 
program of struggle for further unity of the peoples inhabiting our boundless home- 
land, for the international education ot laborers of all nationalities. As are ‘t 
of systematic implementation of a Leninist nationality policy, there remains nov 
trace of the former factual inequality between the peoples of our country. All the 
so~-valled former marches of Tsarist Russia have been transtormed into flowering so- 
ciaiist republics. "The backward national outlying disrricts no longer exist, com- 
rades!" declaved L. I. Brezhnev from the podium of che 26th CPSU Congress. 


The 10th Party Congress summed up the pre-congress discussion on trade unions and 
adopted a detailed decree "On the Role and Tasks of Trade Unions." As is known, the 
trade-union discussion was essentially a discussion of methods of party leadership, 
of interrelacions between the party, the workin, class and the broad masses of la- 
borers, and in the final analysis, of whether the working class of Russia could in 
fact begin building socialism, drawing the broad masses of laborers to that task, and 
be victorious. Defeated in the pre-congress discussion, opposition group leaders at- 
tempted to get revenge at the congress. Trotskiy spoke with particular ferocity 
against Lenin's thesis on trade unions as a school of communism, and Shlyapnikov in- 
sisted on transferring control of the national economy to the trade unions. 


In a brilliant speech at the congress, V. 1. Lenin unmasked the anti-Marxist position 
of Trotskiy and other opportunists and substantiated the educational role of the 
trade unions vis-a-vis the working masses. The congress voted overwhelmingly to 
adopt a resolution stressing that "the most important role of trade unions in Soviet 
Russia remains their role as schools of communism," and it was also pointed out that 
the Communist Party would unquestionably direct the entire ideoloyical aspect of 
trade-unton work. 


Lenin's trade-union theses are also topical un..* modern conditions. They are vital 
not only in the transition period, but during t:. «cire time socialism and communism 
are being built. 


Congress resolutions aimed at strengthening party unity as the primary condition for 
its strength and mivht have also been of enormous historical importance. The signi- 
ficance of the congress decree "On Party Unity" has gone far beyond the boundaries 

of that time. It has become a directive for the party and all its organizations, a 
combat weapon in the struggle against all anti-party groups -- Trotskyites, Zinov'yev- 
ites, Bukharinites, national-deviationists, and so on. Party ideological and organi- 
zational unity, the monolithic nature of its ranks, the high « »nscious discipline of 
all communists and the incompatibility of manifestations of factionalism and clique- 
ishness with Marxist-Leninist party orientation, with staying in the party -- that

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GRORGIAN RAYON CREATES COORDINATING COUNCIL FOR FARM TECHNICAL SERVICES 
Toiliei ZARYA VOSTOKA in Russian 29 Mar 81 p 2

Communiet Party: “The Republic's Main Vegetable Field") 


[Text] When Leonid Il'ich Breshnev delivered the Accountability 
Report of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th party congress, 
he said: "We will continue to allocate large quantities of 
financial and material resources to rural areas and to put this 
sector on an industrial basis according to plan. But the center 
of gravity now--and thie is a distinctive feature of agrarian 
policy for the 1980's--will be shifted to the return on capital 
investments, the increased productivity of agriculture, and 
deeper and better ties between agriculture and all other branches 
of the agroindustrial complex." A look at Gardabanskiy Rayon, 
where the farmland represents the republic's sain vegetable 
field, lends special meaning to this statement. 


Vegetable growers in Gardabanskiy Rayon account for more than one-fourth of all 
the vegetables grown and procured in Georgia: Farms in the rayon sold the state 
81,000 tons of vegetables in just the last year of the 10th Five-Year Plan. Over 
the 5 years as a whole, the rayon sold the state more than 36,000 tons of vegetab- 
les over and above the plan. These results would seem to be satisfactory-<partic- 
ularly in view of the fact that these relatively high indicators were due to the 
higher yield of vegetable plots: Last year it exceeded 160 quintals per hectare. 
Nonetheless, if we examine the matter in depth, it is, as they e«,, still too 
early to celebrate our victory. The distinctive features of agrarian policy in 
the 1980's, which were discussed at the highest forum of the nation's communists, 
urge us to take an extremely discerning view of past accomplishments. 


Let us firet consider the fact that, on the whole, farme in the rayon could not 
attain the objective set at the 25th Congress of the Georgian Communist Party. I! 
am referring to the objective of increasing the yield of each vegetable hectare 
to 250 quintals. But the experience of our leading farms, particularly the 
Gardabanskiy Vegetable Sovkhoz, testifies that this is a completely attainable 
objective. Tt te possible if, and thie suet be stressed, the land--our chief 
means of production--produces a maximum yield. I would say that this must be 
done; otherwise, we will be unable to attain the objective set for us by the rayon 














party organigation: to inerease the yield of vegetables in the rayon to 125,000 
tons by the end of the third year of the Lith PiveeYear Plan, This must be done 

in the third year because we must reach even more distant frontiers in the -onelud- 
ing stages of the present five-year plan, This is our final goal and, bear‘ng thie 
in mind, we must first concentrate on matters requiring primary consideration if 

we Wish to attain this final goal unconditionally, 


The first ef these matters is the need for 4a sharp rise in farming standards 
through the highly effective use of equipment, fertilizer and irrigation, It is 
clear that this can only be accomplished if the latest acientific and technical 
achievements are put to practical use in vegetable farming, just as, incidentally, 
in any other branch, It is here that the present planning procedure represents 

an extremely serious impediment. in essence, we do not have 4 single state plan 
for the incorporation of setentific and technical achievements in the development 
of a number of agricultural branches, We have departmental plans, but in addition 
to suffering from the usual shortcomings of the departmental approach, they lack 
the main feature: They do not plan for the activities of an extremely necessary 
link, connecting science with production=-the link of incorporation services, The 
actual situation under these conditions is the following: Sctentific establish= 
ments have no opportunity to inform production units of their discoveries or 
recommendations or to put new techniques and new technology to practical use, eco- 
nomic managers and specialists are not responsible for delays connected with the 
slow incorporation of scientific and technical achievements, and the chief party, 
soviet and agricultural organs on the rayon level are uninvolved in plans for the 
use of scientific and technical achievements and progressive experience. 


This practice must be resolutely stopped, and the rayon party organization has 
already suggested a number of specific steps in this direction to ensure that vege- 
table fields in the rayon become a kind of testing ground for the practical use of 
scientific and technical achievements. A coordinating council has been set up in 
the rayon, made up of agricultural administrators and specialists and representa- 
tives of scientific research establishments, ministries and departments in the 
republic. This council has a program of action covering the next 3 years, and 

14 sections are operating in accordance with this program, including a section in 
charge of vegetable farming. 


Here are some of the conclusions drawn by the coordinating council. 


Analysis has indicated that according to technological charts, the rayon needs 135 
more tractors with the appropriate complement of vehicles. It is precisely in 
Gardabanskiy Rayon, however, that the republic's highest concentration of tractors 
(a thousand) and motor vehicles--we have 809 trucks--is located. Nevertheless, 
all of thie wealth is being utilized extremely inefficient’y: The most serious 
obstacle inhibiting the growth of the tractor and vehicle park's productivity is 
the specialized system of equipment repair, which has been practiced for the last 
few years by Gruzgoskomsel 'khortekhnika [Georgian SSR State Committee for Produc- 
tion and Technical Provision of Agriculture], because it is practiced to the detri- 
ment of the day-to-day repair and technical maintenance of vehicles. The shortage 
of spare parts, which Gruzgoskomsel'khoztekhnika has concentrated at its special- 
ized enterprises, causes large quantities of equipment to stand idle for long 
periods and causes machinery to wear out prematurely. This, however, is in 
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ruggoskomsel 'khogtekhnika's interest: As an economically accountable organiza- 
tion, augmented repair plans, including capital repair, are in its interest, The 
repair coats of farms are constantly rising and, as far as we know, this poses a 
problem to literally all rayons in the republic, and not just to Gardabanskiy 
Rayon, This is why today, now that the need to sharply heighten the effectiveness 
of agricultural production is being discussed, we gust find a form of cooperation 
between Gruggoskomsel ‘khogtel inika and agricultural enterprises that will be of 
equal benefit to both sides, 


Let us consider another matter, The vegetable farming and economic analysis 
sections of the coordinating council established that vegetable production costes 
in the rayon rose 17 percent in the last 5 years. This is connected with the 
effect of rising expenditures on mineral fertilizers, herbicides and other materi- 
ale and increased amortization deductions on the structure of production costs or, 
more precively, on the level of production costs, At the same time, the prices of 
several vegetables are too low, As 4a result, we encounter a lower profitability 
level on farms, and some farms must even plan to operate at a loss. Obviously, 
there is good reason to consider how highly productive and highly profitable vege= 
tables might offset this disparity, 


The main topic of my discussion, however, is the question of sequence in vegetable 
farming. 


At present, the planning procedure is generally the following: Mort farme report 
their progress in che fulfillment of vegetable procurement plans and socialist 
commitments at the end of the summer, and at this time the quantity of vegetables 
derived from the tields either decreases dramatically or the process stops 
altogether. 


Last year we introduced a sequential system of vegetable production in the rayon 
after the necessary preparations had been made, and now we are capable of the 
virtually vear-round delivery of vegetables to consumers. Even the first results 
of the work performed according to this method, however, have been disturbing: In 
the fall and winter monthe we have no buyers in the republic because trade organi- 
zations do not possess the facilities for the storage of perishables. This meant 
that we had to look for help, as they say, from another quarter. The rayon shipped 
several hundred tons of salad greens to the trade network in Moscow and Leningrad, 
and this was certainly an achievement of sorte. But after all, the union could be 
supplied with products without harming republic interests--and this is an important 
matter to take into account! What is more, such valued vegetables as tomatoes and 
cucumbers could be produced by the Krtsanisskiy, Gachianskiy and Kumisekiy 
sovkhozes in late fall and early spring. All we need is 4 guarantee that rayon 
farms will be able to sell not only these vegetables, but also all of the other 
ones they raise, in their entirety and according to precise monthly and weekly 
schedules. 


i would like to discuss another matter. 


At one time an agricultural production association was set up in the rayon. It was 
assumed that this association would eventually have complete jurisdiction over our 
farmland, based on the experience accumulated in the republic in the improvement of 
agricultural management. We have a long way to go, however, before we reach this 
goal: The 33 rayon sovkhozes are under the jurisdiction of 11 union and republic 
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departments, their assignments are not coordinated, and the association's opportun- 
ities to plan and organize their activities are extremely Limited, The way in 
which this affects the interests of the republic's main vegetable field can be 
judged from the following example: Last year the vegetable production plana of the 
Nagarloyvekiy and Ul'vanovakiy sovkhozes were cut in half, although conditions for 
vegetable farming are excellent on these farma, 


It would seem that the creation of a republic ministry of fruit and vegetable farm- 
ing would establish tangible prerequisites for the well-organized operation of our 
rayon agricultural production association, 


The resolution of probleme encountered in various links of vegetable farming should 
considerably augment Gardabanakiy Rayon's contribution to the fulfillment of the 
union and republic food program, The decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the 
26th Congress of the Communist Party of Georgia direct the rayon party organization 
to focus ite attention on precisely thie area. This is why communists in the rayon 
are already, in the firat epring of the lith Five-Year Plan, arranging for the 
introduction of new, promising strains of vegetables, which will allow for the 
extensive use of mechanization in vegetable farming, including combine harvesting. 
A more active struggle ie being waged to keep vegetable fields clean==-that is, to 
rid them of diseased plants and pests, Serious work is being conducted on several 
farms that were lagging behind last year. 


Tt was once again stressed at a meeting of the republic party aktiv on 19 March 
that the objectives set by the 26th CPSU Congress and the 26th Congress of the 
Georgian Communist Party can only be attained if assignments are carried out con- 
sistently and in the proper sequence in each work position and in each Labor 
collective. This is now the focus of all of the organitational and political work 
of Gardabanskiy Rayon's communists.

LOCAL SUVILTS, INDUSTHILS LISTE OVER NEW UKSSK HOUSING POLICY 
alev KAJOGIAYA GAZEIA in Russian 20 Nar 81 p 2

[Text] The UkSSK riinietry of Mundeipal Services issued Order 
Wo 224 on transferring departmental housing to local soviete 
of peoples deputies. But it is being fulfilled unsatisfact- 
orily in \onetekaya Oblast. Why? 


it is | | when even one person is engaged in work that is unsuited to him. lle finds 
the work a dray, while others are not satisfied with his labor. But when hundreds 
of people are enygaped in such work=-the situation is inconceivably worse. And so it 
is tiat departments of capital construction of the largest enterprises in Gorlovka-- 
Artemugol' Production Association, Nikitovekiy Woodworking Combine and the dairy 
plant--nave found Cuemselves for a long time in the position of the shoemaker who 
was obliged to bake pies. Speaking more precisely, instead of performing their 
immediate duties, tuey are engaged in the repair of departmental housing. 


The manpower is insufficient, and the material base is weak. for example, Valentina 
Nikolayevna \enarocunova, a senior engineer for capital repair at Artemugol', is ob- 
liged with three colleagues to handle on a yearly basis about 150 complaints from 
tenants. it is not at all pleasant for S. Strucihenko, the ciief of the repair and 
construction administration, and M.A. Kuz'mina, director of the association for per- 
sonnel and consumer services: there is no lumber, not enough whiting, and the paint 
is in short supply. 


ve position of the persoaunel of tie woodworking combine and the dairy plant is no 
vetter. Vhis means that everyone should get busy on his own job: Artemugol'=-wiri 
procurement of fuel, the city dairy plant--with the production of its own output and 
the gorisrolkom adrinistration--with management of the housing. There is uch a 
solution. To concentrate all tne housing in the same hands, to enlarge the repair 
and to improve the cuality of repair work. The UkSSR Council of Ministers or 31 
March 1960 approvec the "Statute on the Conditions and Time Periods of Enterprises 
and Organtrations Turning Over Departmental ousing to Ispolkoms of Local Sovicte of 
veopie’'s Deputies.” The UkSSR Ministry of Wousing and Consumer Services issued 
vroer 10 224 on eouditions and time periods for turning over departmental houses. 


Toe decision has been adopted. But to adopt is one thing and¢ to carry it throurh 
to the end is anotuer. It would appear simpler to turn over 411 houses of Arterupol' 
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Production Association and the other enterprises to the cley housing administration, 
And that would put an end to all the misery, 


We agreé@=--they responded at the housing administration, but thie would only end the 
Minery to the coal dealers, buc for musteipalevservice workers it would be only the 
bexinning. Is proof needed? liere ia the first euch. The operation of Gricorty 
Ll"ich Nedvedovekiy, chief of the city housing administration, which now has on its 
vooks balf a million equare meters of floorepace, will have to take over almost as 
much prior to 1983. And in accordance with paragraph six of the statute, dwelling 
houses are accepted only in a repaired condition. The city housing administration 
insists on this, And it is chia that Artemugol' and other enterprises are opposing 
nO desperately. And they also put out weighty arrumentsa. Working at the present 
rate, the Operators of departmental housing will be able to put tit into the required 
condition only in ten years. And by that time, other houses, which now do not re- 
yuite capital repairs, not be ready technically for turnover. (A house has to 
ve tepalred every six-seven years.) From this simple arithmetic, it isa not diffi- 
cult to understand that this question will not even partially be resolved during the 
present five-year plan. 





jut this eixth parayraph aleo states that ",,.with the agreement of local soviete of 
people's deputies, acceptance of the indicated houses without the accomplishment of 
capital repaire is permitted on the condition that the enterprise (organization) by 
whom these |ouses are Operated, turns over at the same time planning estimates, fi- 
nancial sums and materials required for the repaire."” But gunicipal-service person- 
nel do not agree with this. The assumption of such a rundown operation is risky. 
There does not exist so far neither the necessary number of specialists nor more es- 
pecially 4 material basc. And as to when they will come into existence, no one 
knows . 


heated verbal batties are occurring concerning these two points. The second, by 
count, commission ‘or acceptance of departmental housing, created by tue gorispolkom 
and standing Letween Artemurol' Association and tie city housing administration, has 
veen unable to effect a resolution, As if both the one and the other side vere 
riyiit. Unly tne tenante «alk around as if they vere guilty. 


Yeruaps such a dietressine situation exists only in Gorlovka with reeard to the 
transfer of departmental .ousine (only 0.4 percent of the planned number has been 
turned over)? Unfortunately, such is not the case, We learned at tie USSR Minis- 
try of housing and .unicinal Services that housing has not been accepted in reneral 
at Nhartsyzek, Kravatorsk, Yena.ivevo. The reasons are the same. 


Then the conclusion is forced upon us: fulfillment of Order No 224 has not been 
supported by the necessary organizational measures, City municipal services have 
to accept lousing now, while nousing operational associations and production sec- 
tions are in the process of being established. Necessary machinery and equipment 
do not exist. The new procuction units have not been staffed with vorkers, espe- 
cially specialists with secondary specialized or nigher education, Problens of 
waterial anc tecunical supply for city municipal services have not been resolved, 
sometudug should l.ave been done about this prior to the issue of this necessary and 
impurtant oruer. 


vow after tuis lapse of time, it is much harder to do. And much more necessary. 
here the paper style of management will no longer do. It is hieh time for the 
personnel of the republic -iinistry of tousing and Municipal Services to take mat- 
ters in hand.

LABOR RESOURCES UTILIZATION DISCUSSED 
Tbilisi KOMUNISTI in Georgian 17 Feb @) p 2 
[Article under rubric "Figures of Growth": “To Get Involved in Social Labor") 


{Text} In the CPSU CC's draft for the 26th party congress one of the biggest 
economic and social tasks is stated to be that of improving the deployment of pro- 
ductive forces in order to make rational use of them. As was noted at the 26th 
GCP Congress, one of the main social goals in the llth Five-Year Plan will be to 
further increase the level of employment of labor resources in the republic. An 
additional 190,000 persons will be employed in the social economy on the basis of 
implementation of the program of development of the material production sectors 

and the service sphere in 1981-1985, and the employment level will reach 88 percent 
by 19865. 


This will be of great importance. The fact is that in terms of the population's 
employment level Georgia lags considerably behind the all-union average. This is 
due to the slow pace of the republic's industrial development over a number of 
years, especially during the 1950s and the 1960s. 


In the Eighth and Ninth five-year plans, industrial production almost doubled in 
volume, while the level of employment rose from 83 to 86 percent. Because of 
failure in the past to take account of demographic, social-economic, labor resource 
formation, and other factors, a disproportion developed between the geographical 
deployment of industrial enterprises and the availability of labor resources. 

As a result, in some regions with a relativeiy high natural population increase 
employment is low. On the other hand, in Tbilisi, Kutaisi, Rustavi, and certain 
other cities where more than nalf of the republic's total industrial output is 
concentrated, the employment level stands at 92 percent and there is, in fact, a 
definite shortaye of qualified manpower. 


During the 9th anc |0th five-year plans, dozens of branches of major industrial 
enterprises were set up in the labor-surplus rayons in order to raise the level of 
employment there. This is helping to make fuller use of labor resources and to 
effect social changes in the countryside. 


The llth Five-Year Plan for the republic's economic and social development calls for 
dozens of large, medium, and small industrial enterprises to be built, expanded, and 
remodeled. The new projects are planned primarily for the medium and small cities 
and urban-type towns which account for more than two-thirds of the total increase in 
the number of workers, employees, and specialists. 





It was also noted at the 26th GCP Congress that nationwide there is a steady increase 
in the percentage of women employed in all sectors of the national economy, including 
the sphere of management. In our republic, however, we have yet to take advantage ot 
all possibilities for making extensive use of women's labor. 


A total of 54 vital industrial, agricultural, production, and service infrastructure 
projects will be built in the mountain, piedmont, and southern rayons.

NEW INCENTIVE REGULATIONS FOR SOVKHOZ WORKERS DISCUSSED 
Tbilisi KOMUNISTI in Georgian 17 Feb 61 p 2 


[Gruzinform article by GSSR Deputy Agriculture Minister R. Kakulia: “Pay For Work. 
Broadly Adopt the New Procedure and Conditions of Economic Incentive for Sovkhoz 
Workers") 


{Text} At the present stage of development of our country's agriculture, special 
importance attaches to further perfecting and improvement of agricultural production 
planning and economic incentive. An important role in this matter was played by the 
March 1965 CPSU CC Plenum's historic decisions. 


Recently the CPSU CC and the USSR Council of Ministers adopted the decree "Improving 
the Planning and Economic Incentive for the Production and Procurement of 
Agricultural Products." 


By adopting this decree, the CPSU CC and the USSR Council of Ministers fundamentally 
changed the existing procedure of paying for labor in state agricultural enterprises. 


Starting in 1981, a fundamentally new procedure has been introduced regarding bonuses 
for officials and special.sts of sovkhozes and other state agricultural enterprises. 
Starting this year, bonuses for these workers will be paid as follows: 


--up to 2 percent of the yearly pay as per position salary for each percentage point 
of increase in sales (production) volume of agricultural product over the average 
annual level of the previous 5-year pian; 


--up to 2 percent of the yearly pay as per position salary for each percentage point 
of increase in profit over the average annual level in the preceding 5-year plan; 


--for making a profit; 


--for reducing the loss on losing and unprofitable farms, up to 5 percent of the 
amount of loss reduction compared with the average annual loss in the past 5 years, 
provided that the production of agricultural goods is increased over the same period. 


Under the new provisions, bonuses are paid not for making a profit in general, as 
under the present regulations, but rather for an increase in profit over the average 
annual level of the previous five years and partially for the size of the profit. 
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Moreover, the new bonus procedures broaden the agricultural organs’ rights in matters 
of wages and salaries, 


The UBBR Agriculture Ministry and Pood Industry Ministry, to which the sovkhoses are 
subordinate, are given the right to authorize the corresponding ministries and 
departments of the union republics to award bonuses in individual cases (within the 
limite of the wage fund stipulated for them and with the consent of the appropriate 
trade union committee) to those managers and specialists of sovkhozes and other state 
agricultural enterprises who achieve high indicators in farm crop yields, Livestock 
productivity, and labor productivity in the amount of approximately two months’ 
position salary for maintaining the average annual level of agricultural product 
sales (production) achieved in the preceding five years. 


It i8 also worth noting that managerial and specialist personnel are to be awarded 
bonuses for increasing the volume of agricultural product sales (production), pro- 
vided that they fulfill stipulated plans of grain and meat production in physical 
terms, 


The new bonus procedures also stipulate that the principle of matr:ial responsibility 
is to be applied in parallel with material incentive. 


if sovkhog coarse and succulent feed production plans are not fully met (in feed 
units), also the plan of sales of the basic types of farm goods to the state (in 
physical terms), the amount of bonuses allocated to the director, deputy directors, 
chief specialists, and chief accountarts for making a profit and for increased 
profit is to be reduced by decision of higher organs, or in the case of other per- 
sonnel by order of the director, but not more then 50 percent. 


it is also worth noting that the new bonus procedures help to encourage the transition 
to operations according to sovkhoz production sectors. Farm specialists can be 
awarded bonuses in accordance with the perfurmance of the particular sections and 
production sectors in which they are involved. 


Under the previous rules, it was frequently the case that farm managers and 
specialists received five or six position salaries for making a profit without 
having fulfilled the production and sales plans. Frequently, profit and production 
output increase plans were unmet. The new procedures do away with these short- 
comings. Bonuses to be awarded sovkhoz managers and specialists for making a profit 
cannot exceed two months’ position salary in a year. For purposes of strengthening 
managers’ and specialists’ material motivation to boost production output, moreover, 
the councils of ministers of the union republics have been authorized to raise by 

l0 to 15 percent the position salaries of managers and specialists of those enter- 
prises in which the volume of agriculturcal output exceeds by 50 percent or more the 
volume of product sales stipulated for enterprises of Group 1 in terms of managerial 
and specialist pay. 


the new bonus ruler also introduce important changes in the conditions of sovkhoz 
workers’ Day. ‘inier the regulations in force up to now, workers engaged in crop 
arming were paid by the job contract plus bonus *nd the piecework plus bonus system. 
Practice has shown that the job contract plus *  . system ensures a close link 
vetween the team, crew, or collective and the end results. For this reason, the 
system is to be retained. 
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The new bonus regulations introduce the tities “Crop arming Expert Virst Clase” and 
"Crop Parting Expert Second Class.” Workers who ate given these titles are to get a 
20 percent increase in the fiest case and a 10 percent inerease in the second case, 
The introduction of these titles of honor will undoubtedly serve to inerease pto- 


duction volume and labor productivity, Clear proof of this is seen in the positive 
results that have been achieved by introducing Similar titles for workers and 
Machinery and tractor operators in livestock farming, 


Under the new bonus provisions, important incentive measures will be implemented for 
machinery and tractor operators engaged in feed production. The same procedures and 
conditions applying to workers engaged in hatvesting grain and lLequme crops, grain 
corn and silage, sunflower seeds, potatoes and grass seed will also apply to them. 


In order to more strongly motivate the labor collectives of agricultural enterprises 

and associations to accelerate the growth of labor productivity and also reduce cadre 
tucnover, authorization has been given to give, out of wage fund savings, wage cate- 

gories and salaries above the stipulated wage normative or plan, as follows: 


--up to 50 percent of the category (salary) to workers combining jobs and completing 
the stipulated volume of work with fewer personnel; 


--4.8 and 12 percent of the salary rate of the graduated schedule for continuous 
service, within the limits of the difference between rates, to skilled repair shop 
workers engaged in critical jobs, for professional mastery; 


--up to 30 percent of the category (salary) to engineering-technical personnel and 
employees for high qualifications, and up to 50 percent to crop and Livestock farm 
crew leaders who are agriculture specialists, within the limit of 1 percent of the 
enterprise's (association's) wage fund. 


After the new system of pay is introduced, the job contract plus bonus system will 
have an even greater effect. The essence of it is that the greater a team's or 
crew's crop yield or Livestock productivity the higher the bonus assessment will be. 


Under the new pay and bonus system, the piecework plus bonus system will also be 
retained, although in greatly altered form. In applying the system now, workers’ pay 
depends only on the amount of work completed. 


The procedure for creating the material incentive fund has undergone significant 
changes. Now the material incentive fund's share in the bonus structure will be 
60 percent. 


Under the old procedure, the size of an enterprise's material incentive fund did not 
depend on the volume of production output. The new procedure links then organically. 
rrom 1961 this fund will be created in accordance with increased production output 
and profit making (loss reduction) as per stable normatives. 


On economically weak farms, the material incentive fund will be created as follows: 
--up to 0.3 percent of the amount of the planned annual wage fund will be entered for 


each percent of increase in total production volume above the average annual level 
achieved in the previous 5 years;

efor feducing the amount of loss compared with the average annual level of the 
previous 5 years, 15 percent of the total loss reduction will be figured, and in 
the event of 4 profit, an amount in accordance with the stipulated normative for 
protit making will also be figured, 


Under such procedures, losing and low-profitability farms will be much more motivated 
to increase production volume, Another important factor is that total deposits into 
the material incentive fund are determined for the normative year and must ot exceed 
12 percent of the enterprise's planned annual wage fund, 


The new pay and bonus procedures for managers, specialists and workers of fovkhoser 
and other state agricultural enterprises also ought to be used on the kolkhozes. To 
do this, the kolkhozes will have to introduce appropriate changes in the present pay 
recommendations and put them inte practice in accordance with specific conditions.

GREATER ‘INFLUENCE’ ON PRIVATE PLOTS BY FARM MANAGEMENTS

{Text} All Soviet people approved heartily of the party's plans 
for the further development of agriculture and have been striv- 
ing persistently for their fulfillment since the first days of 
the new five-year plan. 


There is no question that the agroindustrial complex, including 
public agriculture, will be the main, deciding factor in the ful- 
fillment of these plans. A significant contribution can and must 
also be made, however, by the private subsidiary plots of the 
laboring public. 


In our republic the herd of Livestock owned by the population increased by 15.4 per- 
cent in the last 2 years, and the productivity and gross yield of vegetables, fruit 
and other crops also rose. This resulted in a larger surplus of agricultural prod- 
ucts in the private farming sector, which allowed the procurers of the consumer 
cooperative network to buy 15,900 tons of meat, more than 21 million eggs, 65,000 
tons of fruit and vegetables, half a million karakul and Lamb skins, 1,200 tons of 
wool, 5 million rabbit skins and more than 700,000 live rabbits in this time. Over 
the last 5 years as a whole, the product and raw materials purchasing volume 
exceeded 100 million rubles. 


This is much more than was purchased in the past. Nonetheless, the potential of 
home, so to speak, production is far from exhausted. According to estimates, the 
private subsidiary plots of Moldavian workers could annually produce, for example, 
200 ,000-250,000 tons of meat. 


To learn why the population keeps either not enough Livestock or none at all, 
workers of the Moldavian Union of Consumer Cooperatives surveyed the owners of 
private plots. It turned out that 45 percent of them were alarmed by difficulties 
connected with fodder supplies, 25 percent lacked the necessary space and equipment, 
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and another 25 percent had experienced difficulty in acquiring young stock, Only 
5 percent replied that they could not keep livestock due to a lack of time or poor 
health, 


Therefore, fodder is the main factor in the private sector as well, Most of it 
comes from the private plot, but household seraps are aleo used, Thies is certainly 
not enough for a sharp increase in the herd of cattle, hogs and poultry, The 
assistance and attention of kolkhoses and sovkhoses are needed, Wherever they are 
present and where succulent, coarse and concentrated feeds are provided for personal 
use, people eagerly engage in meat production. For example, in the settlement of 
Pervomayskoye in Drokiyevekiy Rayon, 700 head of cattle, 300 hogs, 7,000 head of 
poultry and 600 sheep are kept in 750 barnyards. In addition, 15,000 rabbite are 
raised here each year, And all of thie is due to the work performed by the rural 
soviet and the kolkhos board to improve pastures and allocate part of their fodder 
to kolkhoe members and retired itndividuale. The same concern for the needs of 
workers is displayed by the board of the Mayak Kolkhos in Oknitekiy Rayon. 


Many farm managers are indifferent, however, to the needs of their fellow= 
villagers. This is one of the reasons for the slow development of sheepbreeding. 
This branch produces wool, meat, milk, karakul and lambskine. And in significant 
quantities at that. But the quality of products is gradually deteriorating because 
the owners of private farmeteads are given Little assistance in the acquisition of 
purebred ewes and rams. Keeping non-purebred Livestock leads to the overexpendi- 
ture of fodder, and people lose interest in raising the Livestock. 


The problem of providing owners of private plots with the necessary equipment and 
attachments has not been solved either. They are also in need of certain services, 
such as the tilling of vegetable gardens, sheep shearing, and the construction and 
repair of hothouses, rabbit hutches, poultry houses and other facilitics. Finally, 
the time has come to improve the very system of purchasing surplus products from 
the population. This can be done by broadening the network of acceptance centers. 


Part of this work is clearly the job of consumer cooperatives. It seems, however, 
that technical services for the private farming sector should be taken on by rayon 
consumer service combines. 


Neither the consumer service agencies nor the consumer cooperatives, however, are 
capable of solving all of the problems involved in the well-organized development 
of the private farming sector. They can only perform their own specific functions, 
and what is needed is a coordinating, organizing body. In our opinion, the owner 
of the land--the kolkhoz or sovkhoz--should serve as this body. It would be 
expedient to add a deputy chairman or director in charge of the development of 

the private plots of workers to their staff for this purpose. The addition of 
incicators of the development of this sector to the plans of kolkhozes and sovkhozes 
will require their administrators to give more attention to an important source o° 
additional products and to take a bolder approach to, in particular, the raising 

of livestock and poultry on personal plots on a contractual basis. 


ihe time has also come to organize widespread socialist competition between rura) 
and village soviets for the heightened effectiveness of private farming and for 
larger purchases of livestock, poultry and other products. 








Increased interest in private farming has recently been noticeable in all age 
xroups, This stems from economic and soctal factors, 


lt is a fact that the sale of products from a private plot adds considerably to 
the family budget, which is atil! based matniy on work in the public sector, In 
the last 2 years alone, the income derived by workers from the sale of just animal 
husbandry products and raw materials to the state exceeded '00 million rubles, 

The economic benefits are therefore self-evident, 


In addition, recent social changes in rural areas, particularly the birth of agro- 
industrial associations, have created the necessary conditions for the successful 
management of private plots, After all, the people who work for these associa- 
tions have a standard work day and two days off each week. Private farming is the 
kind of pursuit that they can engage in profitably in their free time. Caring for 
livestock, farming and gardening are forme of active recreation and they make 
retired individuals feel useful to soctety. 


It is time to make full use of existing potential. For this purpose, much has 

been done in recent years and ia being done now in rural areas to propagandize and 
popularize the beat examples in various fields of private farming. Zooveterinary 
services are being organized for privately owned livestock and poultry. Practical 
and procedural assistance in the correct management of private plots is being 
offered. The following fact is aleo indicative: The population has bought 400,000 
piglets, 24 million chickens and 40,000 purebred rabbits. The Krolikovod and 
Pchelovod volunteer societies are exerting more active influence on the private 
sector. 


In the new five-year plan, the consumer cooperative network will strive to increase 
its influence in the private sector by means of the broad-scale conclusion of 
agreements with private owners for the sale of agricultur.! surplus. Around 250,000 
such agreements have already been signed for this year for purchases totaling 

16 million rubles. Steps are now being taken to double this figure. When these 
agreements are concluded, procurers give the owners of private farmsteads recommend- 
ations and advice. But the main thing is that the sale of their products is 
guaranteed. 


Another important measure is also being taken everywhere now--the unification of 
owners of private plots in groups of 10-15 farmyards, which will work together on 
the production and sale of products and raw materials. 


in this way, many collectives of procurers from consumer cooperatives are persis- 
tently seeking and implementing ways of assisting the owners of private plots more 
effectively and influencing their correct development. We hope that other minis- 
tries and departments will become actively involved in this work. Through these 
cowbined efforte, the private plote of workers will become an important additional 
source of food and raw materials.

RED TAPE OBSTRUCTS MINSK FACTORIES’ SEARCH POR LAND FOR SUBSIDIARY FARMS 
Minek SOVETSKAYA BELORUSSIYA in Russian 17 Mar 61 p 2

Private Plots Being Established So Slowly at Industrial Enterprises in Minskaya 
Oblast?" |] 


[Text] One of the main objectives of the Lith Five-Year Plan is 
the improvement of the public food supply. The increased output 
of all types of agricultural products is given a great deal of 
attention in the "Basic Guidelines for the Economic and Social 
Development of the USSR in 1981-1985 and in the Period up to 
1990." The private plote of enterprises, organizations and 
establishments should play a considerable part in the fulfill- 
ment of the food program. 


The party obkom's decree "On the Subsidiary Farming of Enterprises, Organizations 
and Establishments," adopted in the beginning of 1979, was part of the search for 
food reserves in Minskaya Oblast. The decree sets specific objectives pertaining 
to the continued development of rural shops at plants and factories and the augmen- 
tation of their output of animal husbandry and farming products. It also envisages 
the establishment of new subsidiary farms, primarily by large industrial 
enterprises. 


There is no question that the construction of such farms would represent an equa- 
tion with many unknown quantities to enterprise managers: Where would they gain 
the necessary experience’? How would they solve manpower problem: and deal with 
material and technical supply questions? But it was also a tempting thought thar 
ail of che output of the rural shops would be used to fill the needs of the 
industrial workers. And who would not be pleased by the sight of fresh dairy 
products, vegetables and fruit the vear round in employee cafeterias? 


“By establishing this kind of subsidiary {arm,"” V. I. Alisevich, deputy director 
in charge of consumer affairs at the Minsk Motor Vehicle Plant, explained to us, 


“we hope io ftmprove the diet of not only enterprise workers, but also children i 
khindergirtens and nurseries. And what about the plant recreation center, medic» i 
clific ane pionmect camp.... Alter ail, they need a varied menu too.” 


The motor vehicle plant is one of Minsk's leading enterprises. Last year, for 
example, products worth 444.4 million rubles were manufactured here. The entire 











in¢rease in the output of motor vehicles, spare parts, cooperatively produced items 
and consumer goods was due to increased labor productivity, The enterprise's profit 
for the year amounted to millions of rubles, Operational results at the plant were 
excelient in previous years as well, Therefore, there are sufficient funds to 

put subsidiary farming into the plant budget, 


“But our decision soon fell into the trap of all types of approval red tape," said 
V. I, Alisevich, “First we had to agree on the allocation of land for the plant 
with the managers of the Volm. Sovkhog in Minakiy Rayon. We tried to reach an 
agreement on the matter with the party raykom and raylapolkom, Our request was 
denied; they told ue that the Volma's land was productive and that the farm's 
agricultural output was increasing with each year, We were advised to continue 
the search for farming area on Pravda Sovkhog in Minskiy Rayon. We returned from 
there with the promise that the plant would be given the land of the brigade of 
Lisovahchina village." 


Viadimir Ivanovich opened his briefcase and showed me a letter signed by plant 
Director 1, M, Demin and addressed to the Minekaya Party Obkom. It contained the 
request that the Pravda Sovkhog brigade be attached to the enterprise. The letter 
stated that workers intended to raise 200 head of cattle on the subsidiary farm, 
and later=-hoge as well, 


"Do you want to know what happened then?" V. I. Alisevich asked, and he immediately 
told me. “They refused again.” 


But this did not diminish the vehicle plant workers' desire to have their own 
subsidiary farm either. Now they are asking for land just for hothouse farming. 
They have looked over some areas in berezinskiy Rayon. The outcome is unknown 
because they are still trying to reach an agreement with the oblispolkom and the 
Belorussian SSR Ministry of Agriculture. 


The request of Minsk tractor plant workers for land for subsidiary farming is also 
tangled up in red tape. The directors of the Selishche Breeding Sovkhoz in 
Lopoyskiy Rayon were asked to allocate the plant 347 hectares. In addition to the 
wishes of the plant collective, the acquisition of this land by the tractor plant 
would also require the agreement of the farm, the permission of rayon organs and 
the approval of the agricultural administration of the oblispolkom. Permission 
was granted, and after a long trip through various offices the tractor plant's 
documents were sent to the Belorussian SSR Ministry of Agriculture for its 
approval. Ministry personnel felt the need to consult with the oblast Livestock 
breeding trust. Trust administrators objected to the allocation of part of the 
Dashka brigade's land on the Selishche Sovkhoz to the enterprise. 


Later the tractor plant received a directive from the board of the USSR Ministry 

of Tractor and Agricultural Machine Building and the central committee of the 
branch trade union "On Objectives Pertaining to the Further Development of Subsidi- 
ary Farming and the Better Provision of the Personnel of Branch Enterprises and 
Organizations with Food Products on This Basis." The document obligated the 
tractor plant to conclude an agreement on the acquisition of 975 hectares of land 
on one farm. Director P. I. Boykov of the plant and his deputy, K. N. Bleshchik, 
went back to Logoyskiy Rayon. They found support on the Slava and Semkovo 





novkhotes, Each of these farms was prepared to give the plant over a thousand 
hectares of farmland, The papers began to make the rounds again, from the plant 
to the kolkhog, to the rayon party committee, to the iapolkom, to the agricultura! 
administration of the oblispolkom, to the Belorussian SSR Ministry of Agriculture, 
It will be a long time before all of them carry the appropriate signatures, And 
what if someone should withhold his approval? Then the question of establishing 

4 subsidiary farm on one of the largest enterprises in the branch will be up in 
the air again and, consequently, the decree of the Minakaya Party Obkom and the 
directive of the Ministry of Tractor and Agricultural Machine Building will remain 
unfulfilled, 


The personnel of industrial enterprises find it odd that they have to seek suitable 
sites for the establishment of rural shops. The search generally begina on the 
farma they sponsor, but it does not always end in success here. Enterprise mana- 
gers wonder why the oblispolkom agricultural administration cannot prepare a Lint 
of recommended kolkhozes and sovkhozes on which these enterprises could focus their 
attention, Naturally, this List would have to be approved by the republic Ministry 
of Agriculture, 


The Minsk Plant imeni Vavilov, the refrigerator plant, the Dormash and 
Minskprometroy associations and the Molodechno Transistorized Valve Plant, which 
have decided to acquire subsidiary farms, are in the same position as the motor 
vehicle and tractor plant workers. 


The administrators of the bearing plant, the Integral Association, the 
Stroymekhanizatsiya and Molodechnosel'stroy trusts and the Chervenskiy Rayon Union 
of Consumer Cooperatives had to scale the high Ladder of authorizations, and no 
final decision has been made as yet on their land allocations. 


The decree adopted by the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers "On 
the Subsidiary Agricultural Units of Enterprises, Organizations and Establishments" 
specifies effective ways of ensuring the further development and organization of 
such units. It envisages the allocation of plots from state land and forest 
reserves and the provision of the subsidiary sector with high-quality seeds and 
purebred young cattle. Agricultural vehicles, equipment and spare parts should be 
allocated in accordance with the procedure established for kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 
It would seem that the initiative displayed by industrial enterprises in regard to 
the organization of subsidiary farming should be given all-round support. After 
all, the search for additional sources of food will improve the working public's 
tood supply. Enterprises, organizations and establishments in Minskaya Oblast, 
however, have not received any assistance from party organs, ispolkoms of soviets 
of people's deputies or trade-union organizations as yet. 


“Our plant," said K. N. Bleshchik, deputy director in charge of consumer affairs 

at the Minsk Tractor Plant, “has received several directives from superior agencies 
on the establishment of subsidiary farming. Although we are still trying to gain 
authorization for the allocation of ltand to the plant, we are hoping for a positive 
outcome. However, let us assume that we will be given this permission soon. What 
will we ao then!’ How will these Lands be transfered? What will we do with the 
structures and Livestock on the land? After all, the kolkhoz or sovkhoz has no 
interest in giving the enterprise its livestock or animal husbandry facilities. 

















As far as I know, the farm's production plan will not be reduced after this, and 

it will have to be fulfilled, Other questions also arise: Where will the enter- 
prise get agricultural specialists, manpower, technology, equipment, spare parta, 
fertilizer and seeds? Finally, it will take credit to organize subsidiary farming, 
Who will extend it? Who will coordinate all of the matters connected with the 
organization of subsidiary farming at enterprises’? I[t will also be necessary to 
draw up a standard statute on the subsidiary agricultural units." 


All of these problems are the sharp-edged rock that tripped up the managers of the 
bearing plant and the Integral Production Association. The transfer of land on 
the Novyy Sovkhoz in Minskiy Rayon and Uzdenskiy Sovkhoz in Uzdenskiy Rayon to 
these enterprises has been authorized, Bearing plant workers, for example, will 
use 499 hectares to raise grain crops, potatoes and vegetables, They plan to 
fatten 400 head of cattle and produce 600 tons of meat each year, But this, as 
they say, is only an approximate estimate. At present, the view is obscured by 

a mountain of unsolved problems. They will not be easy to solve. This is where 
the assistance of party organs and ispolkoms of city and rayon soviets of people's 
deputies will be needed, For example, a leaflet or brochure could be published, 
describing the experience accumulated in the establishment of a rural shop at some 
plant in the republic or nation. Or else, tours of such enterprises could be 
organized. Motor vehicle plant workers recently toured the motor plant in 
Yaroslavl', where subsidiary farming has been organized we).. Tractor plant work- 
ers hope to visit the optical and mechanical association in Leningrad. Reports on 
past trips would be of interest to many administrators. All chat remains is to 
organize this kind of reporting. 


Today there is no need to prove the importance of subsidiary farming at enterprises, 
organizations and establishments. This is essential. The development of rural 
shops and the establishment of new ones, particularly at large industrial enter- 
prises, are today's objectives. 


As yet, little has been done in Minskaya Oblast. Although the decree adopted by 
the party obkom defines specific goals and the specific parties responsible for 
their attainment, it is not being fulfilled. Enterprises, organizations and estab- 
lishments are encountering an entire group of problems connected with the organiza-~ 
tion and management of subsidiary farming. The party obkom has not retained full 
control over the decision-making process and has not ensured the completion of 

this useful work.

"Pioneer in the Sociology of Thought. On the 80th Anniversary of the Birth of Kita 
Megrelidze"] 


{Text} Kita Megrelidze is one of the most important of 20th-century Georgian 
philosophers. He was among the first generation of Marxist philosophers to enter the 
arena of public life at the beginning of the second quarter of this century. His 
legacy consists essentially of just one monograph, which miraculously survived. Yet 
with just this single work, Kita Megrelidze joined the ranks of those scientists who 
were pioneers in a particular domain of the philosophy of Soviet reality, and whose 
thinking retains its relevance today. 


Megrelidze was born in 1900, in the village of Khrialeti, Ozurgeti Uyezd. His primary 
education was at Poti Gymnasium. On graduating from Tbilisi University in 1924, he 
was sent to Germany to further his studies and to prepare for a career as a professor. 
There, Megrelidze became interested particularly in problems of the sociology of 
thought. At that time, nothing was being done in this field in our country. Even 
though Karl Marx had interpreted man's social nature and thereby laid the groundwork 
for resolving problems of the sociology of thought, no Marxist authors attempted to 
interpret Marx's legacy along these lines. After returning to Georgia in 1927, 
Megrelidze began to work on problems of the sociology of thought. But his work ran 
into difficulties--not only because he had no predecessors in the field, but also 
because of the complication that scientific research into the nature of thinking 

could only be accomplished in an integrated manner, with integration of the sciences. 
It would be necessary to demonstrate not only the social nature of thinking but also 
that of consciousness in general, to determine how man's consciousness differs from 
that of the animals, and to characterize the process of historical evolution by which 
human consciousness came into being. 


It was impossible to understand consciousness without taking account of its bio- 
Logical and osychological laws, without determining the laws governing the develop- 
ment of language and thought, of material and spiritual culture, and so on. All 

this demanded of the scholar profound erudition in spheres of biology and psychology, 
linguistics, the history and philosophy of culture. Kita Megrelidze was so well 
versed in all these spheres, and achieved such results, that we may consider him an 
authority in every one of them. Research into problems of sociology was firmly 
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established in our country in the 192Us. During that period, many works were published 
in the tield of general as well as empirical sociology. But circumstances changed 

in the early 1930s. From the debates (disxusii| at that time concerning the relation 
between the philosophy of history, historical materialism, and sociology the con 
Clusion was reached that there is no sociology outside ot historical materialiam, 

and after that all discussion of sociology was halted for 20 years. It was in this 
circumstance of silence that Megrelidze's “Fundamental Problems of the Socivlogy of 
Thought" waswritten and prepared for publication. 


Clearly, the work was more than merely the introduction of new problematics 
iprobLematika]--it was an attempt to present the subject and tasks of sociology in 
all ite fullness. It was only in the 1950e that this kind of interpretation of the 
subject and tasks of sociology was reestablished and research into the sociology 

of thought was launched. 


Megrelidze began his research on problems of the sociology of thought in Georgia. 
But, because of the difficulties posed and the unhealth criticism of sociological 
research indulged in at that time by the vulgarizers of Marxist philosophy opposed 
to outstanding representatives of Georgian philosophical thinking, he was forced to 
transfer to the Leningrad Institute of Language and Thought to continue his work. 
But his interest in Georgian culture did not diminish even then. Proof of thie is 
found in a letter he sent to Nino Diasamidze, the wife of outstanding Georgian 
philosopher K. Bakradze, after readine his “System and Method in Hegel's Philosophy." 
He writes: “The book made a good impression on me. I have had enormous proof- 
reading chores these past three months, otherwise I would have written a review. If 
no review appears in a month and a half, I think after I get done with this proof- 
reading I'll send a review to the journal and ask that the book be translated into 
Russian. In the literature on Hegel, to the extent that I'm acquainted with it, 

the book undoubtedly constitutes a major event." 


Kita Megrelidze investigated all aspects of thought while in Leningrad. Originally 
he wanted to call his work the social phenomenology of thought, but later chose the 
title by which it is known now. His contribution was not a mere continuation of the 
problematics of either traditional sociology or traditional philosophy. Megrelidze 
chose an entirely new path--he set a new goal and utilized new means of attaining 
it. Because of the newness of his position, he attracted the attention of the broad 
scholarly community his first time out, and his work was praised highly. Noteworthy 
in this regard is a letter to his wife, in which he describes his talk before the 
Leningrad Scientific Society and the favorable response it received. He notes that 
on 16 April 1933 he gave a paper on the subject "The Problem of Consciousness at the 
Stage of Animal and Human Developmert." The paper we: continued on 22 and 30 April 
as well. "The announcement of my papers, dealing chiefly with general theoretical 
matters, hastened the opening of the Linguistics Section. Tne papers were attended 
by interested scholars from other institutes as well (the Institute of the Brain, 
the Pavlov Institute, the Institute of the Academy of Medicine, and so on). How 

it happened I don't know, but everybody heard that an interesting paper had been 
given....After I delivered it I received invitations from two different institutes 
to deliver the same paper there. The Academy of Sciences decided to hear all the 
rest of the chapters also in the form of papers. I'm well aware that almost everyone 
here Likes my work, but I also know that despite this high praise, the people will 
not and cannot take account of everything some of these id s reflect and give rise 
to." 
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In 1935 Kita Megrelidze published this pact of his work under the title “From Animal 
to Human Consciousness,” and it was reviewed by the well-known scientist A. Luria, 
who noted the relevance of the study of consciousness. He wrote: "There is probably 
no other problem that is as urgent in contemporary psychology as that of conscious- 
ness....Two conceptions of consciousness characterized classical psychology....Both 
conceptions perceived consciousness in a profoundly subjectivistic manner. They 
sought it within the individual, in particular properties of his spirit or particular 
mecnanisms of his nervous system. But this kind of research led the investigation 
of the consciousness into a blind alley. Marx expressed a radically different view 
of the nature of consciousness; he shrewdly pointed out the inadequacy of this con- 
ception and was 100 years ahead of his time in regard to scientific development.... 
It is just this aspect of Marx's teaching that Megrelidze's interesting article 
analyzes.... 


"From the premise that all consciousness relates to the subject's environment, the 
author criticizes the subjectivist schools who attempted to find the subject's inner 
quality in consciousness. He sharply criticizes both the American behaviorist 
position and the ideas of Soviet reflexology, the mechanistic conceptions of the 
Kornilov school and the extreme physicalism of Gestalt psychology--to all these 
systems, which are equally remote from an understanding of consciousness as a relation 
to the environment, the author opposes Marx's conception." 


In 1935 Kita Megrelidze completed his first monograph, and the Academy's press even 
set it in type, but its publication was postponed. The work was published in 1965, 
and immediately received a highly favorable response from the public. Rostov 
University staff members N. Bronskiy and A, Kozayev wrote: "In our opinion, K. 
Megrelidze's book will go into the golden treasury of Marxist philosophical liter- 
ature. Even today it excites the reader by the profundity with which it resolves 
scientific probiems, tne excellence of its presentation, and its resonance with 
the tasks of development of contemporary philosophical and sociological thinking." 


In his work Megrelidze showed that consciousness is socially conditioned not only 

in terms of origin but also content. His main idea isthat consciousness reflects 
the object of cognition [poznaniye] as it is and, at the same time, it is conditioned 
by the social content. The social conditioning of cognition does not mean that it is 
void of objectivity. 


The importance of Megrelidze's book was well assessed by the well-known Soviet 
scientists S&S. Mikulinskiy and G. Volkov in their article "The Self-Knowledge 
(Samopoznaniye] of Science,” published in PRAVDA 13 February 1967: "In the study of 
science [naukovedeniye], a major role is assigned to the study of the logic of 
scientific cognition, the sociology of thought, and Soviet scientists have been 
doing fruitful research along these lines for some time. In the late 1930s, just 
when J. Bernal was writing his book on the social function of science, Soviet scientist 
K. Megrelidze completed his fundamental work titled ‘Fundamental Problems of the 
Socivlogy of Thought." His work reads as if it had been written today, and can there 
be any higher praise for a scientist's labors than to say that he was ahead of his 
time?” 





Kita Megrelidze's scientific legacy has truly passed the test of time. This is why 
it is precious to philosophers and readers interested in the sociology of thought, 
of any generation.

No one knows when the Jews came to our land. Niko Marr believed that the word Uria 
{Jew] (which now has a pejorative connotation) meant someone from Ur of Chaldea. 

But “Kartlis Tskhovreba" [Chronicles of Georgia) tells us: “Then King Nebuchadnezzar 
sacked Jerusalem, and the Jews driven therefrom came to Kartli [Georgia], where they 
asked the Elder of Mtskheta for some land in return for | .bute. Granting their wish, 
he settled them on the Aragvi near the spring known as Zan. vi." 


If this is so, then the Jews have lived in Georgia since ancient times. 
Strange as it may seem, we are also associated through Christ's tunic. 


The chronicler recounts how Elioz, a Jew of Mtskhneta, went to Jerusalem. The Lord's 
Tunic fell into his hands and he took it back to Mtskheta. When he reached the city 
he was met by his sister, who took the tunic from him and clasped it to her breast, 
saying: “For the death of Christ, and for His mother, and His brother, who shared 
the blood of Christ," and having said this, she expired. Both the people and King 
Aderki were frightened, and the King forbade that anyone should remove the tunic from 
the dead woman's hands. And Elioz of Mtskheta's sister was buried together with the 
Lord's Tunic.

[text] Stories and essays are included with writer Rakhym Asenov's new novel 
"Mirages at Dawn,” 


In the novel "Mirages at Dawn", which is the most serious part of the book, the bitter 
class struggle in Turkmenistan in the 19208 and beginning of the 19308 and the defeat 
of the Basmachi bands is discussed, The murderer Juneyit Khan, the bloody enemy of 
the Soviet government, emerges as one of the basic figures. The symbolic meaning 

of the title of the book "Mirages at Dawn" is linked with Juneyit Khan and his 
officers. The writer depicts the last gasp of the bloody bandits as black mirages 
before the dawn of a new happy life. 


As is seen, the novel "Mirages at Dawn" has been linked to a much worked-upon period 
in our earlier literature. Juneyit Khan and a number of other characters in the 
novel are hen known to us. For a long time we have been aware and knowledgeable 
about many of the events described and with the places where these events occurred. 
While we are not taking into consideration other similar works in Turkmen l‘terature, 
the writer Beki Seytakov's trilogy "Brothers" and the novel “Bedirkent" are devoted 
completely to the establishment of the Soviet government in Khorezm and the struggle 
of the working masses and Red Army against the tyrant Juneyit Khan. 


Despite the fact that Rakhym Asenov's "Mirages at Dawn" deals with the same events 
as Beki Seytakov, this novel stands as an original work and as an organic whole. 

Ac first glance the political content of the novel emerges. It is possible to call 
the novel a political work. Not being restricted to trying to elicit the political 
neaning of the problems drawn and focused upon, certain figures in the work do stand 
aside to reveal and demonstrate a political meaning. 


On this basis the depiction of Juneyit Khan is especially interesting. Events taking 
place in the novel are connected to Juneyit Khan and his last days. If you disregard 
a number of torture scenes, events in the novel basically revolve around the defeat 

of Juneyit Khan's band and their flight abroad in disgrace. On this question "Mirages 
at Dawn" is linked to B. Seytakov's “Brothers” and “Bedirkent.” At the same time, 
both writers depict the figure of Juneyit Khan differently according to conditions. 





Juneyit Khan, in Beki Seytakov's novel, is sly and cruel, In his works special 
attention is paid to Juneyit Khan's cruelty, There are reasons for this, ‘The time 
of Juneyit Khan's life when the land was divided, when blood trickled from the aword 
and the period of oppression before this ia depicted, Heki Seytakov stresses Juneyit 
Khan's despotiem, 


Juneyit Khan is .ds0 depicied as aly, cunning and cruel, The fundamental task, though, 
is to reveal the political significance of the figure of Juneyit Khan, 


Who is Juneyit Khan? A despot, A man with blood dripping from his sword, A tyrant 
who stope at nothing for rule, It is not as if his barbariem can be described by a 
word, We killed his own brother and his own daughter in his own interests, How does 
such a tyrannical person reach the level of khan? Viewed from outaide, it would seem 
ae if the barbarity of Juneyit Khan would create a feeling of antipathy among men, 

as if no one would remain in the circle of thie barbarous man who did not refrain 
from killing his brother and his daughter, The people should detest him like an 
abhorrent dog. However, despite every kind of atrocity, thousands of people followed 
him and obeyed his evil orders, 


In "Mirages at Dawn" the political reasons for the people's belief in Juneyit Khan 

and his attainment of the khanate are explored in detail, Junoyit Khan is not a 
scientific, knowledgeable man with a broad view of the world. it is not even possible 
to consider him a basically prepared military man or political strategist, He is 

an adveaturist. However, by veiling his adventurism with cunning, concealing it with 
religious fanaticiam and moral traditions of the East, he is successful in disguising 
his most terrifying deeds as "justice" and in attracting the people's belief. 


Juneyit Khan's adventuristic policy rests on religion. the only way to gain belief 
among the people and to achieve his basic goal is through religion. He arms the 
religious workers with a religious ideology. 


Here R. Asenov skillfully depicts ver’ valuable details. We know that Juneyit Khan 
killed his own brother from B. Seytakov's novel "Brothers." At the beginning of the 
novel an English spy asks Juneyit Khan "This year you beheaded your brother and 
seized his property. True?" Skillfully, 8. Seytakov concentrates on Juneyit Khan's 
inhumanity and barbarity and on the fact that he stops at nothing in order to rule. 
We believe this. Not shunning a barbarous man who kills his elder brother in order 
to get his property, we must pause in astonishment at the people's obedience to him. 


This question is well clarified in R. Asenov's "Mirages at Dawn". Juneyit Khan's 
murder of bis brother is especially linked to his possession of property. By killing 
his brother, he is pursuing a political goal. However, he succeeds in giving a touch 
of religious morality to his political objectives. He moves with great cunning and 
etimlautes men's feelings of religious morality. There is nothing as indecent in the 
world as killing one's own brother. Juneyit Khan is seen as a man committing such 

an indecent act in the name of religion and justice. He kills his elder brother be- 
cause he is walking with the wife of a distant relative. Thus, he emerges as a 
“defender” of the purity of the Islamic faith. In the mind of the people Juneyit 
Khan has slain his brother for the sake of religion and morality. The religious 
workers are able to exonerate every kind of barbarity in the name of religion. The 
arrow of Juneyit Khan hits the target! Religious workers begin to gather around him. 
A wide road is opened for greed. He does not refrain from killing a beloved child 

so that the people would follow him and see him as a defender of justice. 








Thus, the Juneyit Khan who divides the land in the novels "Brothers" and "bedirkent" 
is turned inte a part of an idea in "Mirages at Dawn" and reflects a decisive move 
ment, The khan, who remains firm, hopes that help will come in the nick of time from 
the English and German lords and, when finally help is not forthcoming, hypoeriti- 
cally-=for devoted men Like Khanav ishan=-=goes into exile, 


The writer believably and in a connected manner describes the historical events of 
the last period of the exile of Juneyit Khan. He traces the political roots of the 
defeat of the foreign colonialists who backed Juneyit Khan and deale with a basic 
question which has not been sufficiently explored in our literature, He also de= 
acribes the work of security organs in destroying the Basmachis. 


Our Chekists conducted a struggle under difficult circumstances, it was not only 
an armed struggle, but also a political and ideological struggle. Our Chekists, 
putting their lives in jeopardy, conducted thempelves heroically in the lair of 
cunning enemies under the banner of religion like Juneyit Khan. They exposed the 
adventurist policy of Juneyit Khan and the colonial policy of the imperialistic 
states which backed hin, 


One must note that the examples raised at the beginning of every section of the book 
and their political tone are reinforcing. Whether it be the narrative about Sakhet- 
durdy Agha, historical exegesis or archival material, all of them are absorbed into 
the body of the book and, not limited to only strengthening the political meaning, 
heighten several of the novel's artistic effects. 


Now we will familiarize ourselves with the first book of the novel. The novel begins 
when Nury changes his name to Garamoy and the author depicts the events up to the 
time when Nury abandoned the country and escapes abroad with Juneyit Khan. We expect 
that an interesting discussion will be given in the second book on Nury's falling in- 
to the hands of foreign intelligence, on his taking the pseudonym Garamoy, on 

Willi Mader who was the one who sent Garamoy here, on the fate of Jemal, the sister 
of Ashyr Taga, and Amanly Beleding oglu Cherkez and on the work done by our Chekists 
during the Great Patriotic war. 


In the first book of the novel, however, several critical points should be noted. 
Although the figure of the ruling khans, the forms of Ygam and Marina Begmedov are 
widely dealt with, it is still not enough. It is as if we should believe that 
Marina's men are rather uncomplicated. 


Basically, the section of the first book which is in place of an epilogue entitled 
"The end of the road" consists of rather dry data. It is difficult to say anything 
deep about it because, according to our understanding, the writer intends to expand 
the esthetic treatment of this data in the second book. For this reason the writer, 
in completing the first book with the section "In Gumushgala” is not developing 
anything. No artistic role is played by the information giving "At the end of the 
road," 


As in the writer's "Mirages at Dawn", in his short stories and essays, 4 political 
tone ond a militant publicistic tone is united with lyricism. Rakhum Asenov's short 
stories and essays are distinguished by a healthy idea content, citizenship and 
patriotic pathos. The most wonderful human characteristics are described in then. 
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ln the short stories “Beryosa", “Cradle song", “Letters” and "The Cranes on the 

Mounds of our Ditches" the organic unity of patriotic sentiments and true humanistic 
feelings arouses pride and inspiration in the heart of the reader, One has to 
appreciate the heroes of the author from the heart, and they stay with you as favorite 
people, 


In reading the short story “lurkmens” or the essay “The lranove of Tejen" the joyful 
feeling of our ancestors toward revolutionary traditiona is reflected. The writer 
ekillfully deseribees the whole of the living characters, true historical events 

and the national and international traditions of the Seviet peoples, The best and 
most fundamental national traditions of the people cause the growth of international 
traditions, The most progressive traditions are observed by 4 generation, then pase 
from generation to generation, 


Rakhym Asenov ia an independent writer. He has his own atyle and artistic means. 
This emerges especially clearly in the publicistic tone of his works, A publiciatic 
tone increases the ideational-artietic value of the works of a writer. The publicise- 
tic tone does not play a supplementary role in the works of a writer, but brings 

out the ideational content of these works and activates their nature. Whichever 
works of the writer one reads, a joyful feeling of the power of our Fatherland, 

the fraternal friendship of our peoples and our wonderful national and international 
traditions grow in our hearts, For me, such a feeling is genuinely emotional, 


Finally, we wish to note the true competence of the writer Bayram Jutdiev who trane- 
lated the book into lfurkmen, and who remained true to the meanings of the original 
words, 
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
